Punishment For • Murder That Was More 
Cruel Thau Death. 

In 1801 a man died in the Catskills 
who bad been condemned by ono of tho 
strangest sentences on record. Ralph 
Sutherland was born in 1701 and lived 
iu a stone house near Leeds. He was a 
man of violent temper and morose dis¬ 
position, shunned by his neighbors and 
generally disliked. Not being able to 
get an American servuut, ho imported a 
Scotchwoman, and, according to the 
usage of the times, virtually held hor 
iu bondago until her passage money 
hud been refunded. 

Unable to eudnre any longer the rag¬ 
ing temper of her master, the girl ran 
away. Immediately upon discovering 
her absonco the man set off iff an nngry 
chase upon his horso and soon overtook 
her. Tho poor woman nevor reached the 
houso alivo, and Sutherland was indict¬ 
ed #nd arrested on tho charge of murder* 

At the trial he tried to prove that his 
horso had* taken fright, run away, 
pitched him ont of the saddle aud dash¬ 
ed the girl to death upon tho rocks, but 
tho jury did not accept tho dofense, and 
Sutherland was sentenced to die upon 
tho scaffold. 

Then came tho plea of the insuffi 
ciency of circumstantial evidence and 
tho efforts of influential rotations. These 
so worked upon tho court that the judgo 
delayed the sentence of death until the 
prisoner should be 09 yoars old. 

It was ordered that tho culprit should 
bo released on his own recognizance, 
and that, pending the final execution of 
his sentence, he should keep a hangman’s 
noose about bis neck and show himself 
before the judges of Catskill once a year 
to prove that he wore his badge of in¬ 
famy and kept his crime in mind. It 
was a more cruel decision than the sen¬ 
tence of immediato death would have 
been, bat it was no doubt in harmony 
with the spirit of the times. 

Thus Ralph Sutherland lived. He al¬ 
ways lived alone. He seldom spoke. His 
rough, imperious muuner hud gone. 
Years followed years. At each sossiou 
of tho court tiie broken muu catuo be¬ 
fore the bar of justico and silently 
showed tho noose thut circled his neck. 

At last his uia /ty-niuth your came, 
tho time when the court hud^dcrud 
that tho utmost i>eijulty of the taw 
should bo executed. For the last time 
the man tottered before the judge’s 
bench-, but new judges bad arisen in 
the laud, new taws bad been made, old 
crimes had been forgotten or forgiven, 
and there was nono who would aceuso 
him or exocute sentence. Indeed the 
awful restriction that bud bound his 
life so intimately to the exptatiou of 
his crime was now legally removed. 

But tho spirit of self punishment con¬ 
tinued, aud when Sutherland, after ho 
had passed his hundredth year, was dis¬ 
covered dead, alouo in His house, his 
threat wus found to be encircled by the 
rope which had lieen placed there nearly 
three-quarters of a century before.— 
Youth's Companion.

But never 
Is a pair of bloomers worn by a virtuous 
woman, oxoept, It l>o an American, who 
secs so many and adopts tho cost umo iu 
ignorance of tho foot that they aro in real¬ 
ity thu badges of tho cocottos and deml- 
mondalnos of tho poorest, brazenost sort 
in tho capital. 

In Vienna tho saiuo Is true. Bloomoni 
are few and those who wear them know 
that thoy throw away respectability with 
tho casting off of their skirt*. 1 11 Berlin 
—I don't know. One does not think ai 
fashion or dross in Berlin. It’s too ridicu¬ 
lous. It is lik^ thinking of quiet and re¬ 
pose in Chicago. There aro bloomer girl* 
in Berlin, but thoy look like a hard facod 
lot. 

In London there aro very many pairs of 
bloomers—thousands worn every Satur¬ 
day afternoon and Sunday, and not on 
othor days of tho week. They are, it seems 
to me, all worn ly good women, but they 
aro womon of strong minded toudcncio# 
and reforming aspirations. Thoy are 
nearly all of tho middle lower class—work¬ 
women, radical and independentthlnkors.

Very many of them go through the 
stgpcts in bloomers, but a greater number 
Wear skirts in town and take them off and 
tlo them to tho huisdlo bars of their ma¬ 
chines ns soon as t hey come to tho green 
fields. Thoy make bloomers a profession. 
They belong to tho Rational Dress league 
or to clubs whoso members are pledged to 
popularize pantaloon displays. Thoy di¬ 
vide up their nalghborlioods, and cithor 
visit from house to house, begging the 
women to wear tho trousers, or they pop¬ 
lar wholo neighborhoods with proselytiz¬ 
ing printed matter. They promise to go 
out biking In their breeches, with whoovor

BOWIE AS A SLAVE TRADER. 

Tactics by Which Hs llcat the I.hw and 
Made Enormous Profit*. 

The United States had not long sup¬ 
pressed the slave trade. There were plenty 
still of lowland planters, with money In 
both pockets, ready to buy whatever of 
"black Ivory” other men would fetch In. 
Jmfitto, the Louisiana pirate, kept up tho 
business of such fetching In. His haunts 
were no groat ways from the Bowio habi¬ 
tat. Moreover, young .Tamos was In tho 
way of coming upon tho pirn to whenovor 
the business of l>oard rafting took him to 
New Orleans. Ho was too shrewdly Amer¬ 
ican not to grudge such fair prollts to a 
pack of foreigners. In-company with his 
brother, Kozin Howie, Jr., and two others 
of like advonturous minds ho undertook 
to got a fair sharing in It. 

Money was needed to begin. Bowio sold 
his land to get It. Thon the four entered 
Into treaty with Lafltte. Ho sold thorn 
sound and likely blocks off his slavoshlps 
at the rate of $1 a pound. That nmdo the 
average price something llko $140 tho 
head. In the open market tho blocks 
would fetch from $500 to $1,000 ooch. Hut 
thero was another and a bettor chance of 
gain, which tho trading crew were quick 
to scizo upon. Under tho laws then stand 
Ing nil Africans brought In in violation of 
the stat ute were confiscated and sold out 
of hand, ono half the prico going to tho 
authorities, the other to tho Informer. 
Howlo and his comrades nmdo a practice 
of informing upon themselves; then when 
the stales wore seized and sold they bill 
thorn in, pocketed half tho money they 
paid and found themselves freo to offer 
their purchases wheresoever they chose, 
for tho blacks were now lawfully within 
United States boundaries and a commodity 
as staple and as markotablo as cotton. 

Tho profit was enormous— nobody ever 
bid against tho partners at t ho forced sales, 
though thero wore a lively crying and a 
swift mountlngof prices at tho later vend- 
lugs. Altogether tho company realized a 
profit of some $65,000 within a couple of 
years. Hut tho business Involved such 
mummery and flummery f«lso names, 
pretended disguises ami pretonded seizures 
that the Bowles pretty soon tired of It. 
They dlssolvod It, and at least set about 
spending as strenuously as 3hcy had gone 
about making.—Martha McCulloch-Wll-

Province of New Brunswick bounds on 
Maine, side by side, for many hundreds of 
mile*. The people of that province have 
seen the workings of tj*e law evn^inoe it 
has been in force. Every oountyvn New 
Brunswick bordering; on Maine, with one 
stfigle exoeption, adopted the Scott Act 
years and years ago and^has retained it 
ever since. Would they l\ve done so had 
they seen it was a failure ? 

HTB0NO TESTIMONIES. * 

On Monday evening at Metropolitan 
church in Toronto, Mr. N. W. Rowell, Q.O., 
one of the most prominent lawyers in Tor¬ 
onto read the following extracts from a 
letter just received from the present 
Governor of Maine : y

Y^t when asked by dir Joseph Hickson, 
the chairman, ” Do you think the effect It 
the law on the morals of the people has 
been detrimental ?” his candid answer was 

“ As T have told you, iu the ooautry 
parts I do not think it has been detrimer. 
tal ; on the contrary, it has been advent 
ageous, and wherever public sentiment 
would sustain it, I have no doubt it would 
do good.” 

The Right liev. Dr. Neely, Protestant 
Episcopal Bishop, of Portland, though not 
a pronounced advocate of prohibition 
stated to ibo Commission : 

“ I think there is no question that there 
is much lees drinking in Maine than there 
was fifty years ago (when the law was 
enacted). It is stated that in the country 
especially the prohibitory liquor law has 
bad a good effect.” 

CTIIER MINISTERS. 

Lev. Henry Blanchard D. D, pastor of 
the First Universalist church for eleven 
years, one 6t the largest congregation's in 
the city, gave this testimony : 

” I think on tbe whole the law has been 
beneficial to tbe state. I canugt help 
thinking, after^jHl my criticism ot a pro 
hibitory liquor law that it has done a great 
deal to educate Ihesc young men to abhor 
liqaor, though if I had my way 1 should 
have government superintendence of the 
liquor tralfic.” 

Rev 4 Dr. Randall, a Methodist pastor in 
Portland, and sixty fife years a resident of 
^tjie state, said ; 

” Intemperance prevailed to a great 
extent before tbe enactment of the tbe pro 
hibitory law / very soon aftena change took 
p!ace> The enforcement of tbe law stopped 
the sale in tbe country towns, and to a 
k^rge extent in the cities. We had, I think, 
three'distiileries in Portland. These were 
soon obliged to shut up, and the enforce 
ment of the law made a great chauge iu 
the habits and morals of the people.” 

He presented also tho following resolu 
tion adopten by a district meeting of Meth 
odist ministers of Portland and vicinity, 
which was adopted by a a unanimous voto ; 

“Whereas the Canadian Royal Cuip- 
mission on the liquor traffic is now iu 
Portland, we, being familiar with the Maine 
law, wish to add our testi mony as to its 
value and efficiency. We wish to give our 
unqualified endorsement to the principle 
of the prohibition of the liquor traffic. We 
would emphasize the educational value of 
such a law which closes all openly con¬ 
ducted drinking places, and drives the 
illegal traffic into obscurity, and numbere 
those wbo carry it ou, among tbe danger 
ods and criminal classes,” 

A score more similar testimonies cohld 
be produced from tho samo published offi¬ 
cial report—from mayors, magistrates, 
|arge business men, political and others. 

1 lieso are not tbe class of men who would 
thus favor such a law had they seen its 
workings tendered to increase drinking and 
drunkenness. Tbe honest fears many may 
have that prohibition may not be a success, 
if tried in Canada need not be founded on 
tbe result* ot Prohibition io Maine.

ABOUT PERSONAL LIBERTY. 

Anti prouibilionista arc now baisy cir¬ 
culating literature containing most gloomy 
forbodiags as to what will result from the 
enactment of such a law iu Canada. In 
tbe first place, men’s personal liberty is po 
ing to be destroyed—tbe liberty to buy 
liquors near and convenient at home. Then, 
a great lot of shebeens will spring up every 
where and there will be more drinking and 
drunkenness than there now is. 

1. So far as the personal liberty cry is 
concerned it is not likely to have muck 
effect in Lennox County. Ia throe of oar 
oldest and most intelligent townships that 
personal liberty has been gone for years 
past, under tbe existing lioense system. 
In Adolpbastownrt South Frederickeburgb 
and North Frederickeburgb, no liqaor 
licenses have been issued for years. In 
Richmond no licenses were issued for about 
a dozen years, and thers is but one now. 
and in a far corner of tbe township In 
Amherst Island there is but one licenee 
granted now, where formerly there were 
several. 

Uow much have the people- suffered be 
oause of this deprivation of their personal 
liberty ? Let us look at (acts and not rosre 
fancies. With these examples before ue 
what terror can be raieed in tbe miodetrf 
tbe people beoause of such deprivations ?

Even men who are opposed to the principle 
of prohibition are free to admit that, sinoe 
no sales have been legalized in tfeese town 
shipe no suoh drunkeness is seen as in 
former days. Let the people look the facts 
squarely in the face and judge for tbem- 
•eolvos. 

QUEBEC’S CASE. 

Soveral of the leading anti-prohibition 
writers have been referring to the case of 
the Province of Quebec in connection with 
the ooming plebiscite. It is argued that 
there is little doubt but Quebec will give a 
majority against prohibition and it would 
be very unfair to coerce that province into 
cutting off the license system if it desires 
to retain it still. Bo far as that is con¬ 
cerned we all know that in the matter of 
the tariff question, which has been a great 
political issue for years past, each provinoe 
has bad to accept the Dominion verdict, 
ami to be governed thereby, whether it 
gave a majority that way or not. Prinoe 
Edward Island, J/fcr example, always gave a 
majority against the N. P. but it was 

coerced " all the same. Prohibition is a 
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more unfair to impose prohibition on 
Quebec even against a possible majority 
there than to continue to impose an anti- 
prohibition measure on Ontario and the 
Maritine Provinces though they gave a 
large majority the other way. 

Let us now look for a moment at the 
position of Quebec from a temperaqpe stand 
point. What have been the results for 
years past, of the continuance of anti pro¬ 
hibition there ? Turn to the last published 
Dominion Year Book, pago 120, and it will 
bo seen that whilo tho oonvictiona for 
drunkenness in Ontario liavo decreased 
from 5,888 in 1885 to 8,182 in 1805; they 
have increased in Quebec from 2,103 in 
1885 to 1,307 in 1805. lu Ontario, where 
prohibition now largely prevails, under our 
license system, tho number has fallen off 
about one half ; in Quebec under a different 
system, it lias more than donbled ! Can 
figures tell a more significant story ? 

In the matter of Vagrancy, too, there is 
the same signitioent story. Vagrancy, it is 
well known, is almost as much the direct 
product of the drinking system as is drunk 
emiess. The population of Quebec to-day 
is one third less than Ontario, yet under 
its existing liquor legislative system, 
its commitments for drunkenness are now 
one-third more, and for vagrancy it.is evon 
much greater. The number of vagrants in 
Ontario, according to the last report, was 
1.438, and in Quebeo the same year, 2,223. 
That fact, too, tells its own story. 


In the matter of Penitentiaries, too, 
there is tho samo significant story. At the 
Kingston Penitentiary, for Ontario, &c 
cording to the Year Book, page 432, tho 
total number of convicts has decreased 
from 705 in 1891 to 005 in lKiM), and in that 
last number is included all the females and 
many other prisoners sout from Quebec. 
On tiio other hand, the number of prisoners 
in tho Bt. Vincent dc Paul l’tnetentiary, 
Quebec, has increased from 818 in 188) to 
383 in 18015, and the incrdUo keeps going 
on. ^Aa the poniteothpie* are maintained 
out of the Dominion treasury it Is a matter 
of serious concern to every Dominion tax¬ 
payer whether any system should be 
allowed to legally continue in tho Dominion 
that leadu to populate those prisons.

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It is argued that under prohibition there ] 
woijkf be a great deal of smuggling of 
li<]uora and a Rood many illioif stills would 
i|>rin^ Ufa, but what aro the actifal foctl? 
In anti'prohil tioh (Quebec to day there ia 
more whiakey smuggling than in all the 
rest of the Dominion besides All along 
the lower St. Lawrence, from Gaepo up, 
it is a well known fact that acoreaof vessels 
are all tho time engaged in the amuggling 
trade, and that haa been the caco for years. 
ICvery season a number of tlieeo amugglera 
are seized and their cargoea confiscated, 
but it is slili estimated that at least one 
thit^j of all the spirituous liquors used iu 
that 1’rovince are smuggled. 

As to tlin number of illicit stills it is now 
tnnoji greater in ljuebec than tho other 
Provinces. 

In the Dominion Inland Kevcnne re¬ 
turns for 18%, page 28, a list is given of all 
tho seizures of illicit stills during tho year. 
Out of a total of 111 auch seizures ui all 
Canada, no less than lit were in the Pro 
vince of (Quebec. 

All these facts liavo their significance 
just now. They completely upset all those 
theories some attempt to build up, to the 
effect that thero would’ be more drunken 
ness under prohibition than under license, 
and consequently moro vagrancy and other 
kindH of poverty ; that thero would be more 
smuggling and more ellicit stills. The 
facts, as our official reports now givo, all 
point in the other direction. These lessons 
should hdvc their effect just now.

As there is considerable discussion in 
Lennox just now as to the advisability of 
building a poorhouse, perhaps something 1 
have learned to day may interest a few of 
your readers. 1 find it necessary in order 
that tho extent and wealth of the country 
that goes to support this institution may no 
understood, to give a few dry statistics., 
The area of tho county is I,.'170 square 
miles, its population is about •*5,000 and it* 
total assessed value of personal property is 
something about $1,017,257. It is Un* 
longest county in New York Btate, being 
ninety miles from north to south. Tim 
Htiifaco is a hilly upland with astriea of 
rivers extending in a general north and 
south direction abounding with delicious 
natural sj^ai^fcater. Herkimer is essen¬ 
tially a dairying county and the success of 
its dairy products has givcu it a national 
rcputatifui. It can justly claim the honor 
of gmn^birth to the cheese industry and 
it was from this county that the business 
spread to tho adjoining counties and to 
i anada. Little Falls, the well known 
ehei-se market, is within its limits Early 
morning found the carriage at the doer ami 
we were Aon making the descent of Osborn 
Hill, (a bit of table landtin the Ilaseiiclevtr 
range of hills) and such a descent ! The 
carriage road winds around the^edge of the 
hill and looking down one sees a great deep 
gorge fchat.niakes the uninitiated shudder. 
Beyond the gorge rises abruptly a lull 
whose wooded side towers far up above our 
heads. 1 have gone down this carriage 
road with one wheel of the vehiclo chained 
to prevent forcing horsos and all down into 
the great chasm beneath But wo reach 
the level in safety and watch the swift 
running, pure waters of West Cauadu 
Creek flash past as they rush to join the 
“ Mohawk's softly winding Btrcam ” be^ 
tween the town of Herkimer and city of 
Little Falls. Parallel with the highway 
runs the Adirondack and St. Lawrence 
H.U , and as we watch out for tho cars we 
enjoy tho shade of the great maple and 
bptternut trees that stand sentinels on 
either aide of tho road. We pass PurmaUer 
Hill, from whose lofty summit, on a clear 
day, one can view a magnificent panoiama 
of bills and valleys, dotted here and thoie 
with factory towns and country villoges; 
some fifteen or twenty in all being in range 
of vision from the crest. As we drive on 
wo pass a $t'»,000 cheese factory and a tiny 
graveyard, where on one stone is thorutlicr 
unique epitaph, "A respectable Methodist 
Minister.” 

At length we reach the County House, a 
magnificent brick building, erected at a cost 
of about $18,000, with its prottv lawn, its 
fountain, bright flower pots and graceful 
clinging vines. Friday is not a regular 
visitor’s day, but we aro in good hands, 
and our friend's name appears to be an 
“ open sesame ” hereabouts. 

We first visit the haudsome barn build-* 
inge, and find there 21 large and 0 small 
white Chester pigs, the pride of tho Cou ity 
Karm. Oa this farm of/>3 acres are kept 
21 well bred milch cows which supply the 
bouse with milk and»butter. Five horae» 
are kept on the place, two belonging to the 
County and three to the 8upe»intendant. 
In the barn we find bay and oats, raised on 
the farm, enough to supply tho stock 
through the winter. The Buperintendant, 
Mr. Casler, was absent, but bis grandson, 
a most gentlemanly young man, conducted 
us through, A new ice house has lately 
been added and a spaoe within affords cold 
storage. In the men's department uro 
about 05 inmates, and two in the hospital. 
1 was surprised to see many apparently 
able bodied looking men among their 
number. The white cot beds with their 
straw pallets and feather pillows looked 
very i.eu and pretty, Everything was 
scrupulously olean, and the ventilation per 
feet. The third story is unoooupicu at 
present. In one store room are all tho 
neoeeeary furnishings for the meo, and 1 
am not a little surprised at the quality of 
the clothing the county flashes its 
pauper*. Another store room contains the 
collini, oblong unstained boxes, iiued with 
white, simplicity itself. No outer box is 
used. * 

In tho women’s department tho number 
of inmates is smell in comparison with 
that of the men’#. In the women’s hospital 
were two young girls each with a baby 
nestling to their boeoms. All the tragedy, 
the curse and shame of a woman’* life was 
in their blushing faoes, and a world of 
mother-love in tbeir downcast eyes. Ah I 
who shall say that these have not learned 
the most plaintive notes In the Psalm of 
Life. Poor girls I 

Of courae the people are not contented,

An arrest, which may havo an ini[>ortaut 
boa ii*jj on Hie bank robbery case, was 
made ut Gentilly, * n'aar Three llivers, 
(Quebec, this week, when Frank Lefcbvre 
j was luk ,i ii to custo ly for pissing some of 
I the ten d.ilUr bills ntolt-n from the Do 
{ minion Itank hero, hvfebvre had asked to 
upon ou account at the llochelaga Bank, 

1 but tho manager iluttcted about twenty of 
tho forged bil s in the M.H00 Lefebvre 
wished to deposit, nmi accordingly refused 
Ills business. When Detective Collins 
arrested Lefcbvre he admitted (hat the 
bills were forged aud had teased them. His 
wife said that she received .he bills from a 
bank. Both are held to await enquiry. In 
Leicbvre's house wore found $183 in gold, 
$‘410 in United Blatca bills, and $300 in 
Canadian bills. 

The copies of depositions in the Ponton 
cai,o have been completed, and have been 
forwarded to the prisoners Dy it. Batcher. 
Tho rccofd contains nearly 1,200 pages, or 
300,000 words. Bix hundred of theso are 
Fare's examination, which forms the basis 
of tho case. Each side will now proceed 
to test it, the Crowu looking for corrobora 
ation, and the defence,for contradictious.
